A MINISTERIAL CRISIS. 

The Premier annouuced to tlia Houao 
yesterday that the Govornmeat requiroil 
time to consider what course tboy sLoulil 
pursue with respect to the adverse Yoto 
of Friday last. The House granted an 
adjournment till Wednesday at 2 o clook. 
Tho cauBOB tbat have k'd to tbia step on 
the part of Mr. Elliott are these:— Tbo 
Government have bad obstructions pbieed 
in tboir path that block legislutiou. The 
HouBO has sat nearly eight woeUa and vir- 
tually nothing has been doue. The Op- 
position hare spoken day after day imd 
week after week against time. Taking 
advantrtgo of imperfect rules of order the 
minority have dictated to tho majority in 
a manner that is without precedent in the 
auualB of logisbitioB. Every inch of 
ground has been contested and the Gov- 
ernmont and country have witueased with 
pain and indignation excellent measures, 
•which the Trovince actually stands in 
need of, delayed and jeopardized. The 
vote ou tho Lunatic Asylum last Friday 
did not necessarily encompass the defeat 
of the Miuistiy. Tho meusuro was not 
one on which they should stand or full. 
It formed no part of the Ministerial pro- 
gramme; but it was valuable as indicutmg 
the settled purpose of the Opposition to 
continno to annoy the government and 
hamper legislation. Under those cirouni- 
stances, and animated by a patriotic de- 
Biro to put an end to tho deadlock, the 
Govornmout have decided to ndopt a lino 
of policy which should commend itself to 
both sides of tho House, That policy 
will be announced ou "Wednesday. Wo 
believe we are correct in the statement 
that it is propesed to advise tbo passage 
of certain necessary measures and to their 
appeal to tho country. 

ITHE EISHEEIES AWARD. 

Tho Now York World difiousses tho 
Fisheries Award in a spirit n«tably differ 
ent from that in which it was approached 
on the previous day by the New York 
Herald, upon tho deliverance of which 
latter journal we have alteady expressed 
our opinion. Tho World points out that 
if Mi."l?i8h ever did express himself as 
"perfectly amazed" at the magnitude of 
tbo award, and as being "unablo to ac- 
count for it, except on the presumption 
that some of the witnesses before the Oom- 
miasion perjured themselves," then Mr. 
Fish implies tbat tho American mombora 
of tho Comaiissiou neglected their duty 
in not, when on the spot, "nailing perjur- 
ies so full of possible damage to their 
: country." Tho World thinks that unless 
tho American Government can prove that 
M. Delfosse, whom Mr. Fish censiders to 
bo a ' man of great iutelligonce, and per- 
fect integrity and impartiality," is not in 
reality such a person as Mr. Fish consi 
dors him, and unless the American Gov 
flinment can prove that tbo British wit 
nesses wore corrupt, it would be "abso 
> Intely disgracefnl ' for the American na 
tion to repudiate the award, and a fatal 
' Wow to tbat system of international 
arbitration of which the Americans have 
made themselves the particular champions 
Our New York contemporary then con- 
tinsts the prompt x^ayment made by Great 
J .Britain of the $15,500,900 awarded by the 
< ii Geneva triliunal, whoso verdict was just 
■ as bitterly denounced in Britain as the 
Fisheries award is in the United States, 
and denouncf d with some reason it would 
appear, from the fact that all just claims 
on the money have been paid, and still 
nearly two thirds of it remain in tho 
Treasury. As for th« point involved in 
tte W&nt of uaanimity of the award, the 
World takes the common-sense view that 
it is of the nature of a board of arbitrators 
■to bo composed of one p«rson nominated 
by each litigant, and a third to decide be- 
tween them. Finally, the World thinks 
tbat "as a matter of policy and of princi 
pie, our national repute or good faith had 
srbottBv iiot be trifled with."

I'TIDE AUSTEIAN AEMY. 



The peace establiahmeutof the Austrian 
amy comprises at the present time, ac- 
cording to a wall informed German mili- 
tary paper, 207,005 men and ■t7,972 horses; 
. but when all the corps are placod on a 
war footing the total numbers amount to 
780,026 toed 'saia" 148,120 horses. The 
strength of the several arms of tho service 
is as follows: — Infantry and rifles, on a 
peace footing, 109,771 men— -on a war 
footing, 544,933 men; cavalry, in time of 
peace,' 43,993-rin timo..of .war,j 59,081; ar- 
tillery, 80,795 in time.of pVace-^82,973 ou 
a war fooling; and:iengineers,- including 
the pioneer regiiiaeiiits,'! 9^402 men ' daring 
peace and 24,906 nfen" in time of war. 
Glancing over these numbers, tho large 
proportion of the total strength of cavalry 
which is maintained with tho colors dur- 
in'g p'eace time, cannot fail to be remark- 
ed. To place tho infantry of the Austrian 
army on a, war footing, its numbers have 
to be more ilian trebled; while only slight- 
ly moro than a third of its strength has to 
be sdciod to tho cavalry to raise it from its 
peace to its war establishment. Nearly 
tho whole of this arm of the service could 
consequently be placed in the field at the 
very outset of hostilities; and as the Aus-

Let alono tiro good 
policy of such an act, the bouotit to tho 
miner would bo immense, for tho arrival 
of beeves at the miuoa has Ihu immediate 
tendency of lowering the prico of other 
articles of food so as to enable tho minor 
to engage in his work moro oooiiomically. 
Horotofora drovers of cattlo Imvo bad to 
bear the bruntof the toil and expense to got 
there, which wonld not be the case were 
Cassiar represented. No govornmout ex- 
penditure has boon made ou this trail 
since it was firht cut out.

Oiliioial information was received on 
Saturday night stating that a disturbance 
has taken place amongst a largo number 
of Indians assembled for the purpose of 
holding a potlaeh at Oystor Harbor, Che- 
mainus. The natives having smuggled a 
great quantity of intoxicating liquor from 
Waahiogton Territory, proceeded to in- 
dulge iu an orgie of a most dcgradiua 
nature, when coustable Stowart of Nana i- 
mo accompanied by several special officers 
arrived on the scene and made several 
arrests. The Indians, enraged at this in- 
terference and infuriated by the villainous 
compound they had imbibed, attacked 
tho constable and his escort, roacuing tho 
prisoners from the arm of the law and 
threatening tha officers and white settlers 
gancrally Hhould any further attempt bo 
made to preventa continuance of tho orgio.

Fighting in Greece. 

London, March 30 — ^Tho Times' editori- 
al says: Neither tha objects Eusaia pro- 
claimed at tho outset nor ovonts of war 
justified her aelvanco on Conutantinoplo 
nor her approach to tho Bosphorua and 
Dardanelles. As long as sho remains in 
that menacing position we shall fool it ne- 
oessary to retain our ships in the sea of 
Marmora, and so long conseqnontly will 
peace bo uncertain. It is Euasia who has 
trespassed upon the forbearance of Eng- 
land, not Hogland who has shown lack of 
oonsidoration for her. That forbearance 
has now been strnined to its limits; but 
nothing but necessity would induce us to, 
assert our rights by feroe, and a timely' 
and temporal conoeBsion on tho part of ' 
tho EuBsi.in Cabinet would without in the 
least degree compromising tho interests of 
KuRsia insure the peace of Europe. 

London, March 30.— All Vienna corrag- 
pendents of London journals concur in 
the statement that Qen. Ignatieff'smissioa. 
has Mled. 

The TVmes'Vienna oorrespondent doubts 
whether Gen. Ignatioff has the power and 
will to allow his map of Bulgaria so as to 
suit the views there; but should some 
kind of agreement bo arrived at about the 
map there will Siill bo a good deal to be 
isaid^s to the organization of the princi- 
;palitiesby Buasiaand its occupation by 
50,000 men for two years. The dosiro for 
an understanding may bo sincere but tho 
views aro so widely divergent it may be 
doubted whether this yill bo easy of ac- 
complishment. 

Londov, Mnroh 30. — At this hour,

London, March 30.— Eeport of tho ap 
pointment of Marquis of Salisbury as 
Secretary of Sttite is formally contradict- 
ed.

Tho prtiliminury Conference of ambassa- 
dor.i at Berlin was submitted by Bismarck 
and docliued by England bof.auso it was 
uboIpsb. In couvorsatiou with tho British 
ambassador at St. Petersburg Gortocha- 
kofl'said if tho Congress made any modi- 
fications in the treaty they would bo sub- 
jfct to farther arrangoniouts between Per- 
sia and Turkey. Eusaia could only ac- 
cept tho disou-ision of those points of tho 
treaty affecting European interests. 

Tho British ambassador at Vienna tolo- 
graphed Lord Derby ou tho 23rd instant 
that ho was informed that Prince Qorts- 
cbakoff told tho Eoumanian agent at St. 
Petersburg- that Bussia would not allow 
tho question of the cession of Bessarabia 
to be discussed by the Congress. 

St. Petershduo, March 30. — Tho Jour- 
nal do St. Petersburtj publishes an article, 
believed to bo eemi-ofiicial, on England's 
attitude. Eefcrring to Beaoonsfield's 
speech in tho House of Commons on 
Thursdiyr the article says:— The balance 
of the Alediterrancan is only threatened 
by tho preeenoe of tho British fleet 
in tho Sea of Marmora and 
England's possession of Gibraltar and 
Malto. Tho articlo continues: Tho 
calling out of tho reserve, notwithstanding 
the statements that it does not imply var, 
is another step in tho path of provooation. 
Eussia has fulfilled all hor promises. She 
did not insert in tho treaty of San Stefauo 
a singlo stipulation clashing with the in- 
terests of others or iujurioualy afl'coting 
them by its reservations, .Eussia is con- 
scious of having neglected nothing which 
could leoure to tho cast an era of prosper- 
ity and to Europe long years of peace. 
She will deeply deploro aberrations which 
may counteract hor pacific work; but at 
tho same time she will await with arms in 
hand any attempt to dispute tho fruits of 
her sacrifice, whioh no threats will induce 
her to lolinqnish. 

Pahis, March 31. — A special , to tho 
Patrle from Tiehna says; "A rumor is 
current that the immediate mobilization 
of four hundred thousand men on the 
Bosnian frontier has been ordered." Tho 
Temps' Vienna dispatch reports that in 
consequence of a dwmonstration in tho 
Hungarian Diet on Saturday, in which an 
allusion to an understanding with Eng- 
land was cheorod, M. Tissea, ohief of tho 
Hungarian ministry, has been summoned 
to Vienna.

Belqeade, March 31. — It is stated that 
immediate re-mobilization of the whole 
Servian forces is ordered in consequence 
of a communication from the Austrian 
general staff that tho treaty of San Stefano 
would compel Austria to extend her 
military power over Servia, Montenegro, 
Bosnia and Albania.
